THE FRENCH MILITARY 
OPERATIONS IN TONQUIN. 
(From our Spectat Correspondent, ) 

. ’ Hongkong, 22nd Maxch. 
In my letter from, -Bacninh, dated the 
15th inst. I furnished your readers with 
most of-the particulars obtainable of the 
opertions against Bacninh, and the occups- 
tion of the evacuated furtross by the French 
fareca. Thore wero-a few events, however, 
which occurred aftur my departure from 
Bacninh which’ will probably prove of in- 

torest. : 

As I mentioned in my last letter I got up 
to Lni-cau, within three miles of Bacrinh, 
in a mative boat, in company with the ape- 
cial correspondent of The Times, and the 
jeurney from Haiphong to Lai-cau was, by 
no mesns of the pleasantest. Although 
the three genorals in command of tho 
French forces now in Tonquin all expressed 
themselves favourable to the presence of 
representatives of the press with tha troops 
during tho operations, and did not in any 
way. personally -impede our movements, 
still the fact rentained that wo were un- 
doubtedly unwelcome visitors in the camp, 
and, in tho absence of the generals, we 
were treated by the local jacks-in-office at 
some places, not merely with discourtesy, 
but often with direct opposition... It is not 
pleasant to be- classed together with tho 
cuntinvears or liquor vendors who supply the 
thirsty warriors with adulterated firo-water, 
but such was oir fate on more than one 
occasion, When we left Haiphong in 
eur little junk wo had an order from 
the commandant “there to proceed to 
tho front en a government beat, but 
as no boat was then available, and wo 
desired to rejoin General Nogrier at once, 
wo proceeded on to Haidsong in our native 
craft, There we found a Goverment 
launch about.to start for the advanced post 
with some junks, containing Government 


-[atores, in tow and at once applied to the 


commandaut in charge fora passage, This 
aclf-important functionary. howevor utterly 
ignorod our order from Haiphong as the 
namo of the boat: was not apecilisd, and oven 
went so far as to state that we should have 
to wait at Haiduong until, such timess he 
could receive 1’ written order from the 
General permitting us to proceed. Of 
course this would not have arrived until 
after the fall of Baeninh, so we were obliged 
to proceed against’ the puissant com- 
mandant’s orders. We tock the liberty 
of. hanging on to one of the junka in 
‘tow of the ladach when she started and ao 
arrived in good time at the Sevan Pagoda. 
Hers we were most hospitably entertained 
by the commandant of the military forcas 


lat the post,—a naturalized Frenchman of 


Trish birth, and one of the smartest olicers 
of the Forcign Legion, From this place, 


however, to .Yen-ding we were obliged to 
foreo our way without assistance, iuech 


Vagainst the will of our Tonquinese boat- 


men, who required continual supervision to 
keep them at their work. cas we 
At Yon-ding, where wo overhauled the 
flotilla, we inspected the forts held by the 
Chinese and after the heights had been 
token by assault, mounted one of the hills, 
whence a fine view was obtainable of ,the 
surrounding country, including the moun- 
tain of Do-san, about seven miles to the 
South, which was cccupied' by the 
troops composing General Negrier's 
left. wing, Here, at Yending; a rather 
amusing incident sccurred, which might, 
howover, have ended tragically for one poor 
fellow, While our boat was moored by the 
river side some of the crew took a ramble 
ashore and one of them, our helinsnian, or 
pilut, as the padrune called him, got arrested 
.and hauled on board one of th+ gunboats as 
a Black Flag apy. A letter found upon him, 
in the Annamite language, was considered 
strong evidence. - He naturally told the 
officer in charge how he had arrived there, 
and we were sent for. We could give no 
provivus history of the man, whom’ indeed 
we could scarcely identify as a metuber of 
our crew. The suspected spy was sent,on 
board the ambulance launch, to be inter- 
rogated there hy = Spanish padro on board, 


the Marines seemed to be unprepared, and 
the foremast man of the team came dan- 
gerously near the line They rallied 
grandly, however, and recovered their lost 
ground, and, finilly, ater a moat doter- 
mined and bitter tight, they succeeded in 
worsting Phetr-opponcts, amid’ the enthu- 
siastic cheering of the spectatozs.

Tho Jaunch 
hada valuable cargo;-iueluding some thou- 
sands of dollars in speciy, besides two junks 
in dow and several Chinese pagsengers, and 
‘waa in chargo of a young Frenchman, a 
partner in tho boat, recontly in’ the Hai- 
phongcustoms' service. Shortly aftor Ieaving 
the port, noar tho Elophant Mountai, tho 
launch was attacked by a band of pirates from 
the bank, who wereassisted by the Chinese 
passengers onboard. Tho young Frenchman 
waa stabbed in the back and aftorward bo- 
headed, and the engineers and crew, mostly 
Chinese, wore then all killed. One of the 
jonks, which wore ent: adrift, brought the 
news to Haiphong.
